13 July 1959

a. The Director talked about economies in the new fiscal year and, at his 
invitation, I advised those present that we were going to have to tighten up on our 
financial property accountability system and that it would be more work for them 
than it had been in the past. The Director also said that we were opening quite a 
few new stations in Africa and that we were going to have a different kind of sta-

c. ^^^^^^^^made a statement concerning domestic cover. The gist of 
his statement was that it is ridiculous for individuals to try to deny the fact that 
they work for CIA if they, in fact, do not have a cover problem. He emphasized 
that this was something which should be taken seriously by each individual, that 
each individual should decide whether or not he has a problem, and if he does, 
should work it out with his supervisor who will effect the necessary coordination 
with the Central Cover Division and the Office of Security. He referred attention 
to Regulation No. "Domestic Cover. " A different kind of problem in- 

volves the making of speeches, publishing articles, etc. Guidance for this is 
furnished in Regulation No. "Limitations on Outside Activities. " What 

Dick’s statement adds up to is that if you do not have a cover problem then you 
should openly identify yourself with CIA when necessary. (Take up at next DD/S 
Staff Meeting.)
